This year’s request, signed by 
Dr. Frank Monte of San Anselmo.

directors, points out that the cen­ 
ter will need about $46,500 for the

In the proposed center, service 
would be limited to children 18 
years old or under and adults in­ 
volved in the case of a child who 
has been admitted. 


Staff members w'ould consist of 
one fulltime psychiatrist as the di­ 
rector, getting a minimum salary 
of $12,000 to $15,000. Two full time 
psychiatric social "workers would 
get a minimum of $5,000 to $6,000, 
and one full time clinical psy­ 
chologist would be paid a m ini­ 
mum of $6,000 to $7,000.

Novato residents who have not 
moved in recent months but who 
received affidavits of cancellation 
of voter registration should not 
sign the cards. They should phone 
County Clerk George Jones or 
write him a letter explaining that 
their addresses have been chang­ 
ed but they have not physically 


moved. 
The problem affects those No­ 
vato voters whose rural route ad­ 
dresses were recently changed to 
street addresses but who have no­ 


moved. 
County Clerk Jones' deputies ex­ 
plained that the post office noti- 
'fied the office of the changes of 
addresses in Novato, and the coun­ 
ty clerk mailed out regular post 
cards used for cancellation of vot­ 
er registration and requiring re­ 
registration.

‘OWN PERSONALITY*

council, it was pointed out, feels 
that “each lot has its own person­ 
ality and a house can be fitted 
to that personality without a uni­ 
form or arbitrary rule.” 
The council emphasized its re­ 
sponsibility to provide homes for 
persons with modest incomes. W ith 
a large lot a fam ily with modest 
income would have neither time 
nor money to landscape and de­ 
velop the property. 
The council. Filippo continued, 
is not against regulations. “We are 
not anti-planners,” he said. “We 
want to meet with planners and 
offer technical assistance.” 
Chairm an Lloyd Rasmussen of j 
the county planning commission | 
countered, “If you start with the 
lowest standards you wind up with 
no standards.”

Rasmussen’s position was sup­ 
ported by Ed Tonini of the junior :
